UNITED STATES MARINES ORDERED 
TO BE READY FOR BUSINESS. 


Afo re Blo o dshed In Alanlto ba -E ng land 
Getting Her Ships into U ae —Fro ncb 
Capture Chinese Islands—Otman 
JDIg nta Fo lds His Tents. 


W ashington City, A pril 8 . » The secre­ 
tary of the navy has notified each of th# 
navy yards 
to have the available forces of 
marines in 
readiness for 
shipment 
to 
Panama. About sixty marines 
were on 
Thursday rent to the Brooklyn navy yard 
from the League Island yard, and smaller 
numbers from some of tho other yards. The 
force of 300 m arine» concentrated at the 
New York yanl w ill be shipped to Panama 
at once. 
The entire available force of 
marines at the various navy yards and sta­ 
tions aggregates about 400 men, and prepar­ 
ations are being made for shipping the en­ 
tire force to l ’anama, if necessary. 
No naval officers have as yet been or­ 
dered to Panama, although it is probable 
that a number may be seut here. 
Secretary W hitney said Thursday night 
that it Is more than probable that the in­ 
terference of the United States w ill be un­ 
necessary, and 
ail preparations w ill b# 
abandoned, but that os long as there in 
a possibility that additional forces wiU be 
required, prompt and decisive tt3p< must 
be taken. 
The secretary h as arranged w ith th e Pa­ 
cific M ail Steamship comjiany to transport 
th e|m arin es to*Pananmand will send 300 men 
im med iately and Ad miral Jouett will also 
tak e 4 0 0 or 500 men . 
Boston, Alasa, A pril 8.—People on their 
way to the fast-«lay services Thursday fore­ 
noon were surprised to see a company of 
United States marines in full marching 
order crossing the common 
toward the 
Providence railw ay station. 
In the early 
moruiug, long before sunrise, the command­ 
ant of the navy yard had received tele­ 
graphic instructions to send at once the en­ 
tire available force of marines to New York, 
and the men were ordered to pack knap 
sacks and L*e in readiness for instant de­ 
parture for service at Panama.

floating tap did not not in the least effect 
the dam on the river here to do any sort 
o* injury to that structure this spring. 
We believe that the last summer’s work 
upon the dam was so thorough in its 
character that Dixon can boast of the 
best, taking it all in all, water-power on 
Rock Itiver. 
When we take into consid­ 
eration the fact that the reservoir made by 
the backwater from the dam extends 
about eight miles, thus furnishing a re 
serve pond not equaled on this or, indeed, 
few other rivers. 
We are safe in stating 
that our water-power is as good as we 
claimed it to be above. 
The owners of 
the water-power have never appeared to 
realize the importance of building a per 
feet apron to the dam until the last re 
pairs were made, when this essential ad 
dendum was attached in a permanent 
manner; thus making it a perfect struc 
ture, that will not soon 'Again cause the 
alarming cry “ The dam is going out.” 
T h e T e l e g r aph years ago suggested 
that a good apron was the thing needed 
to make that a perfect dam and now that 
it is as we all have hoped to sec it we can 
safely predict that the dam will be there 
in good shape when most of us have 
“ shuffled off this mortal coil” and care no 
more for dams; especially of that sort.
